On tae suggestion of Otto, General PARKAS wrote an offioial letter to Tibor 
&j:<HARZT, offering his collaboration for the oonmon sake of Hungary. Archduke 
vtto received General PARKAS in the company of ^ount Jorsef PALPPY and Mr, Boris r 
LAlLA. General PARKAS on hie Paris trip was accompanied by Lt. Gen. VASVARY (forme r| 
Chief of the Intelligence Dept, of Hungarian General Staff and Military attache 
in Belgrade) • On his later post he had close contacts to Baron BAKACH-9ESSEYEX 
whoa he saw in Paris and surely contributed to prepare field for General PARKAS *c 
reception. - General PARKAS was satisfied with the results of his trip, Prenoh 
military circles were extremly activ in backing him in all Emigrant oircles. 

Archduke Otto informed General PARKAS that he may submit constitutional 
1 rest ion to nation's will, which declaration made excellent Impression on General 
FAT Ka 3 • circle and raised Otto's chanoee among Germany*Austria living emigrants.* 

General PjJIKAS established formally the 
Hungarian Liberty Movement in Munich the 22nd April 1948.

Before leaving Paris, te wrote a letter to Mr J ipCD^ ppJ in the Statet te 
set forth all this, and I only mention it In such a detailed way ns it night 
be a cent re of crystallisation which would te quite sound*
